The Size Of 
Projects 


How does u rban ren ewal accomplish its 
objectiv es of improv ed liv in g stan dards, 
proper lan d u se an d stabilized lan d an d 
property v alu es? It is in the an swer to 
this qu estion that the con trov ersy ov er the 
su bject is fou n d. In short, Lin coln will 
v ote May 15 for or ag ain st the creation 
of an Urban Ren ewal Au thority . The au ­ 
thority is in the n atu re of an ex ecu tiv e 
arm of g ov ern men t, n ot leg islativ e or ju ­ 
dicial. 
Leg islativ e au thority an d some aspects 
or elemen ts of ju dicial au thority are mu ch 
more closely con fin ed to the City Cou n cil 
______________ an d federal g ov ern men t. 
Whatev er the au thority 
can do, it can do on ly 
with the adv an ce appro­ 
v al of both the cou n cil 
an d federal g ov ern men t an d on ly after 
ex ten siv e pu blic n otice an d pu blic hear­ 
in g s. Assu min g it receiv es su ch approv al 
an d meets all other requ iremen ts, it can 
dev elop an u rban ren ewal project for Lin ­ 
coln . A project mig ht be sev eral blocks 
in size 
or as larg e as is practical an d 
throu g h the y ears it is likely that there 
wou ld be man y su ch projects of differen t 
sizes an d n atu re. 
These projects are desig n ed to improv e 
hou sin g con dition s 
an d lan d u se. These 
en ds may be accomplished by complete 
elimin ation of all stru ctu res on the lan d, 
improv emen t of stru ctu res bu t n o total 
elimin ation s or a combin ation of improv e­ 
men t an d complete elimin ation . The plan 
wou ld spell ou t the specific idea in min d 
for each an d ev ery stn ictu re an d parcel 
of lan d. 
Some stru ctu res su ch as homes wou ld 
be improv ed by workin g with the own ers 
who wou ld be elig ible for lon g -term, low 
in terest rate ren ov ation an d repair loan s. 
Some stru ctu res wou ld be torn down an d 
the lan d su bdiv ided ag ain an d possibly 
its u se chan g ed from bu sin ess to resi­ 
den tial or v ice v ersa, depen din g u pon its 


an d federal g ov ern men t. It can n ot plan a 
prog ram for an area that is n ot in n eed 
of rehabilitation or redev elopmen t becau se 
su ch a plan wou ld fail to receiv e cou n cil 
an d federal approv al. Nor can it take an y 
property withou t fu ll compen sation to the 
own er. It can con demn property bu t mu st 
pay a price for it fix ed by in depen den t 
appraisals con tracted for by itself for on e 
an d by the federal g ov ern men t for an ­ 
other. Thu s, two u n related an d in depen d­ 
en t appraisals are made an d the price 
paid mu st fairly reflect these appraisals. 
If that price is u n satisfactory to the own ­ 
er, he can , of cou rse, appeal to the cou rts. 


u ltimate best u se. 


In this way , su ch thin g s as 25-foot lots, 
homes withou t in side plu mbin g , homes with 
improper space an d v en tilation , property 
bein g u sed to the detrimen t of adjacen t 
lan d an d other dan g ers an d liabilities 
wou ld be elimin ated. Where a ba s i c 
cases of total redev elopmen t, it wou ld ac* 
qu ire an en tire area of perhaps sev eral 
blocks or more. Lan d acqu ired by the 
au thority cou ld be sold or leased or de­ 
v oted to pu blic u ses su ch as schools, parks, 
etc. At this poin t, the prog ram cou ld well 
seem to be loaded with dan g ers. 
It shou ld be n oted first of all, howev er, 
that the au thority ’s prog ram is con stan tly 
su bject to approv al by the City Cou n cil 


Property acqu ired by the au thority can ­ 
n ot be sold in an arbitrary man n er. It can 
dispose of its holdin g s on ly with approv al 
of the cou n cil an d federal g ov ern men t, 
with the takin g of bids an d with ex ten ded 
adv an ce pu blic n otice. It is n ot requ ired 
to take the lowest bid bu t g ov ern men t re­ 
qu iremen ts on this su bject u n iv ersally per­ 
mit the “lowest an d best” bid. 
It is also impossible for the au thority 
to displace families in the sen se that the 
term “ev iction ” g en erally implies. Not a 
sin g le home can be acqu ired u n less the 
occu pan ts thereof hav e g u aran teed access 
to an other home equ al in all respects or 
better than the on e they are leav in g . This 
mean s it mu st be as con v en ien tly located 
as the ex istin g home, mu st con tain as 
mu ch room an d mu st ren t for the same 
amou n t. 
In the case of home-own ership, the same 
thin g is tru e—equ al or better facilities on 
all scores mu st be av ailable. Families 
mov ed are paid $200 for 
mov in g an d bu sin esses 
can be paid u p to $3,000 
for mov in g . It is possi- 
ble, too, to prov ide a 
home at slig htly hig her ren ts than the in ­ 
div idu al is pay in g bu t with a federal g ov ­ 
ern men t su bsidy for the differen ce between 
the old an d n ew ren t. This is a hardship 
ty pe of case prov ision that wou ld n ot n or­ 
mally be u sed. No pu blic hou sin g for u rban 
ren ewal is con templated or will ev en be 
proposed as of an y on e’s kn owledg e in ten ­ 
tion s today . 
Hou sin g will be prov ided throu g h pri­ 
v ate en terprise. Some will be prov ided 
within the reg u lar real estate m arkets or 
chan n els at the time. It is possible that 
the au thority , too. will work with priv ate 
bu ilders in con stru ctin g hou sin g specifi­ 
cally aimed at fittin g in with an u rban re- 
n e w a l prog ram’s relocation problems. 
Lon g -term, low in terest rate loan s a r e 
av ailable for n ew hou sin g con stru ction by 
priv ate en terprise as well as for repairs

Edmon d Jou hau d an d Gen . Raou l Salan of 
Fran ce.

Gen . Salan comman ded the F r e n 
c h 
forces in Viet Nam du rin g the fiv e y ears 
Fran ce was try in g to repossess that part 
of its colon ial empire w'hich was lost du r­ 
in g World War II. His efforts did n ot pre­ 
v ail. Bu t the ex perien ce of reality did n ot 
tem per his dev otion . Rather it harden ed his 
determin ation that Fran ce wou ld retreat n o 
more. It was in that frame of min d that he 
u n dertook the preserv ation of Alg eria for 
Fran ce. Gen eral Jou hau d was of like min d. 
Both Jou hau d an d Salan were prime mov ­ 
ers in the cou p d’etat that brou g ht De 
Gau lle in to power. Bu t that did n ot pre­ 
v en t them later from org an izin g the Se­ 
cret Army Org an ization to fru strate De 


Cases For Clemency 
Gau lle’s decision to g ran t sov ereig n ty to 
Alg eria. In short, while De Gau lle was ded­ 
icated to restorin g the g lory of Fran ce, Sa­ 
lan an d Jou hau d were striv in g for the same 
g oal by fru stratin g him. 
The error of the two g en erals was n ot 
that they lov ed Fran ce the less. It was that 
their zeal blin ded them to the realities: 
an d ev en ts made v illain s of them. Certain ­ 
ly , they hav e been led in to seriou s offen ses 
an d u n der the laws of their lan d they hav e 
been fou n d g u ilty . If the law is to be car­ 
ried ou t they will be pu t to death. 
Gen eral DeGau lle can in terv en e an d 
spare their liv es. It is to be hoped that he 
will do so. A civ ilized world can distin g u ish 
between an ex cess of patriotism that leads 
to destru ctiv e acts an d a su bv ersiv e in ten ­ 
tion that wou ld destroy a cou n try malev o­ 
len tly . These two men were more bemu sed 
than ev il.

An in creasin g n u mber of Nebraska u rban 
schools are play in g with the idea of re­ 
fu sin g tu ition from the ru ral districts. 


This is a form of warfare an d a sad su b­ 
stitu te for a solu tion of the g rowin g edu ca­ 
tion al problem by methods of u n derstan d­ 
in g an d g ood will. 
It is g ran ted that u rban schools hav e a 
case. The tu ition paid may in man y in ­ 
stan ces be equ al to the cost of the edu ca­ 
tion al serv ice. Bu t that is on ly a part of 
the story . The bu rden of the heav y in v est­ 
men t to prov ide the facilities con tin u es to 
bear on the u rban tax pay ers an d the fu r­ 
ther ou tlay to prov ide the ready -to-serv e 
facilities for tu ition stu den ts is n ot backed 
by a certain ty of patron ag e. It is also tru e 
that in the larg er u rban schools where 
there is a g reat div ersity in edu cation al 
serv ices the u n iform tu ition allowan ces do 
n ot cov er the edu cation al cost. 


On the other han d it mu st be ag reed that 
the heav y school lev ies ex perien ced in the 
u rban areas wou ld represen t a seriou s tax 
bu rden on the already ov erbu rden ed farm ­ 
in g areas. Both in terests, therefore, hav e 
try in g problems. These will n ot be resolv ed 
by makin g war. 
If there is a feelin g of rig ht on the part 
of the ru ral districts in seekin g to lig hten 
their problem by sen din g it to town most 
of the u rban schools shou ld remember the 
depressed ’30s when they combed the cou n ­ 
try -side for tu ition stu den ts. It helped them 
balan ce their bu dg ets. They hav e a rig ht 
to fall back on the law n ow which does n ot 
requ ire them to accept tu ition stu den ts, 
bu t they , themselv es, in the past, con tri­ 
bu ted most to sellin g that ex pectation .

Higher Freq u ency 
T h e 
Harvard 
scientists. 
Profs. Nicolaas Bloembergen 
and P. S. Pershan, said light 
waves are basically the same 
as radio waves “ excep t that 
their freq u ency is a million 
times higher.” 
They said “ lasers are the 
light cou nterp arts of radio­ 
oscillators or transm itters.” 
Scientists have develop ed tech­ 
niq u es for manip u lating radio 
waves which are u sed iji every 
radio and television set.

light” it became theoretically 
p ossible, the Harvard p hysi­ 
cists said, “ to ap p ly similar 
techniq u es to light waves.”

When I wrote a column on 
how to convert plain sheets 
Into fitted sheets, e i g h t 
months ago, I didn’t know I 
was opening up a c a n of 
peas! 
Since then I’ve re­ 
ceived hundreds of letters 
from readers asking me to 
repeat my instructions be­ 
cause they had misplaced the 
original article, and f r o m 
others who missed it a n d 
were told about it by friends. 
Frankly, I never before re­ 
alized that so many women 
were interested in this, and 
I ’m delighted to find that I 
chose such a popular subject. 
So, here we go again, one 
more time! 
The only difficult part of 
the whole procedure is mak­ 
ing the paper pattern from 
which you cut the f o u r 
curved corners. So, follow the 
diagram and measurements 
carefully. 
To Get Dimensions F o r 
Cutting Plain Sheet: 
1. Measure the l e n g t h , 
width and depth of your mat­ 
tress. 


2. If there are no selvages 
on the sheet, make a narrow 
hem down the two long sides. 
3. With right sides togeth­ 
er, fold the corner on the fold 
mark. See that the curved 
edges match, and pin t h e 
fold. With bias binding, bind 
the folded edge, starting at 
the outside raw edge a n d 
then allowing an e x t r a 2 
inches of binding to h a n g 
loose when you finish bind­ 
ing the fold towards the in­ 
side of the sheet. Continue 
stitching the binding strip so 
it is stitched in half length­ 
wise. 
4. Finish each short end of 
the sheet with binding, by 
starting 7 or 8 inches from 
the bound fold edge on the 
long straight side and contin­ 
ue binding all around t h e 
curved edges, the straight 
short end and down 7 or 8 
inches on the other long side. 
Do this to both ends.

At the b eginning of 1962, President R. E. Johnson issu ed 
a special directive to all Rock Island railroad personnel 
relative to the damage-free handling of freight. 
Excerpts from that memorandu m are reprodu ced here 
in the b elief shippers will find it of interest, for it denion- 
strates that the Rock Island is making a conscientiou s 
effort to provide ever-improving service. 
In citing improved service measu res already initiated, 
Mr. Johnson listed electronically controlled yards, spe- 
cial-device cars, new types of du nnage, improved freight 
stations, new types of shock-ab sorb ing devices, faster 
freight train schedu les, new piggyb ack and container de­ 
vices, and new approaches to competitive rate making. 
“Now,” he writes, “we shou ld center ou r attention on 
an additional, and vital, ingredient: Damage-Free Han­ 
dling. I’m asking all of you for special effort in 1962 and 
su cceeding years.” 
Emphasizing that safe handling is a cooperative effort, 
Mr. Johnson listed the following: 
L ocal s w itc hin g crew s save freight from inju ry b y 
u sing the “soft tou ch” in picking u p, setting ou t, and 
spotting cars. 
Road crews help b y their effort to prevent excessive slack 
action and care in picking u p and setting ou t cars.

Dismissed In I960 
The state tribunal, in 1960, 
dismissed a suit by .\ugust 
Scholle, acting as an individ­ 
ual and as president of the 
Michigan state AFL-CIO. 
Scholle charged that 1952 
amendments to the Michigan 
Constitution revamping Senate 
districts violated the Federal 
Constitution’s 
guarantees 
of 
equal protection. He said the 
law wiped out a requirement 
of periodic reapportionment, 
and. with but two changes, 
“ perpetually froze the uncon­ 
stitutional 
malapportionment 
that existed at its enactment.”
